it is self destructive to hold repetitive meetings with no ainmOf course 
groups cannot afford BIG Name lecturers,but there are enough willing 
hands in other groups who will help out (put an appeal im this news 
letter).Then again you could always discuss a definite idea (UPO'origins 
or anything else) or follow KUPOG s advice and hold a quiz night. 

Naturally this is to some extent secondary to a UPO- groups 
function BUT.’ a social life is important to cement a group ttogother. 

Those BIG Name lecturers,by the way,should now become a 
leasable proposition for NUPON groups working together- :Since they wilL 
have a catchment area from several groups to draw from.Ufological names 
which are not necessarily sensational and popular can now bo invited 
since v/e do not have to rely on attracting the man in the street sc ’-’T'— 
in order to balance the books.'
